S.O. 847(E).— In pursuance of the Powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports 
and Exports (Control) Act, 1647 (18 o£ 1947), as amended, the Central Government 
hereby gives general permission lor import of good s of the description specified in 
Annexure I and II to this Order until further notice, subject to the following con¬ 
ditions:— 

(i) In respect of items indicated In Annexure I, import of which Is canalis¬ 

ed through State Chemicals and Pharmaceuticals Corporation of India 
Ltd., (CPC), in terms of the Import policy for April 1976—March 
1977, import shall be made by the aforesaid canalising agency only 
for meeting the requirement of actual users in terms of para 90 of the 
Red Book (Vol. I) for April, 1976—March, 1977. Actual users will not 
be eligible to import such items under this licence. 

(ii) In respect of non-canalised items, indicated in Annexure II to this Order, 

import shall be made by the actual users duly registered with the 
DGTD or the State Director of Industries, or other sponsoring authori¬ 
ties, as the case may be, requiring such items for use in their own 
industrial unit. 
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(lii) I n respect of non-canalised items mentioned in Annexure II to this Order, 
the importer shall produce to the custom acthorities at the time of 
clearance, declaration giving particulars of his registration as an Indus¬ 
trial unit with the concerned authorities, and affirming that such re¬ 
gistration has not been cancelled or withdrawn or otherwise made in¬ 
operative. 

2. This licence is Issued without prejudice to the application of any goods or 
any other prohibition or regulation affecting the import, that may be in force at 
the time when such goods are imported.
